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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Board and Citizens: 


I am submitting for your consideration, this, my fifth 
annual report. There has been a marked increase in en- 
rollment at the County School this year. The additional 
pupils come from homes near the school. The crowded 
conditions at East Unity have been relieved this year by 
a decrease in enrollment, thereby rendering the school 
easier to administer by the teacher. 


This year has seen a completion of the program for 
offering a standard of education fairly comparable to the 
conditions in all the schools of the school union, for pre- 
paring pupils for their high school work or for giving 
them a well rounded Elementary school education. I 
hope this condition has given the satisfaction to all those 
sending pupils to school that it has to me. Today the 
pupils in our schools are receiving instructions from the 
same kind of text books and the same kind of equip- 
ment as they would encounter in any school in the union. 
In order to get the same results, it became our duty to 
keep trained teachers in the school. We are left no op- 
tion in the matter of employing trained teachers. The 
State is turning out each year more than enough grad- 
uates from its Normal school to supply thedemand creat- 
ed by the vacancies occurring in all the Elementary 
Schools of the State. As aconsequence, the State Board 
of Education is insisting that whenever vacancies occur, 
that we shall hire trained teachers for the positions. 
This will eventually become an established fact in every 
school in the State. 


It has been gratifying to me to have the support of the 
School Board in completing a program of well rounded » 
activities in our school, both scholastic and otherwise. 
This will help to place our graduates on an equal footing 
with pupils entering high school from other systems. 
Although this may seem to be rather insignificant, yet 
it is a point of very great importance. Such conditions 
also make available for all others not going to high school, 
superior educational advantages. 
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We often hear people say, ““‘We did not have thus and 
so when I went to school.’’ Yet, well read people 
whether they have pupils going to school or not, will 
always end the statement by saying, ‘‘Even though I did 
not enjoy these advantages, I want my children to have 
better opportunities and training than I ever had the 
opportunity to enjoy.’’ Every person has to compete 
with the person of his generation. So, if we wish our 
children to enter upon the tasks of life unhandicapped 
we must provide conditions as near as is possible to those 
presented in other places. This you have been doing 
and have arrived very near the goal for which we have 
been striving. Now is the time when we must give our 
attention to keeping conditions as good as they now are 
unless we see opportunities for improvement which is 
not unlikely, as we do not stand still in any condition for 
we either go ahead or backward. 


In past years I have analyzed the specific situation as 
to teachers but this year it will suffice to say that our 
schools are well organized and an ample supply of train- 
ed teachers are available. If we are getting satisfactory 
results with the present teachers it will become known. 
If in any situation the Board desires a change there will 
be ample opportunity to effectit. But in making changes 
it is always well to consider that change merely for the 
sake of itself is not always the best policy to pursue. 
Personally I believe so far as the educational program is 
concerned for which our schools exist, we will find that 
the program made at the end of the year will be satis- 
factory. 

I have enjoyed working with the School Board for the 
improvement of our schools for the past four years and 
it has given me no less pleasure, the friendly attitude re- 
ceived from the citizens of Unity. Permit me at this 
time to express my gratitude to the citizens of Unity for 
the fine spirit of cooperation evinced toward me, and my 
work, since I entered upon my duties as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools in October, 1923.
